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2 TEXAS TOWERS 
EVACUATED AS 
STORM ADVANCES 


OTIS AIR FORCE BASE, 
Mass., Sept. 19 (AP) — Two 
Texas Towers like the one that 
collapsed in an Atlantic storm 
Jan. 15 were evacuated today 
as hurricane Esther advanced. 


About 65 men were airlifted 
off Tower No. 3, 50 miles east 
of Nantucket island, by helicop- 
ter late yesterday A supply ship 
evacuated 65 men from Tower 
No. 2, 100 miles east of Chat- 
ham on Cape Cod. The hurricane 
is 260 miles at sea but is headed 
for the Carolina coast. 


The towers are radar stations 
forming part of the United 
| States-Canadian defense warning 
system. The collapse of Tower 
No. 4, caused the deaths of 28 
men, including civilians repair- 
ing the storm-weakened struc- 
ture. Tower No. 1 never was 
built,

Officers became suspicious be- 
cause of signs of violence in the 
bedroom and because of discrep- 
ancies im accounts given by 
Smith and the Smith’s two old- 
est children, Sandra, 11, and 
Wade, 10. They and five other 
children, ranging to nine months 
old, were outside the house when 
the shooting occurred. 

Became Very Angry. 

Smith said he had “a few 
beers” before going home Satur- 
day but that he was not drunk. 
He said the shooting followed a 
long series of quarrels and re- 
sulted when “I became angrier 
than I had ever been before.’’ 

Police, called to the house 
shortly after 5 p.m., Saturday, 
found Mrs. Smith, 33, uncon- 
scious on a bed with a gunshot 
wound over the right ear. A 
revelver was nearby. She died 
at County Hospital about five 
hours later. 

Smith's first account wag that 
he was taking a shower when 
he heard a shot and found his 
wife wounded and the pistol at 
the head of the bed. 

The account given by the chil- 
dren was that their father had 
returned home shortly before 5 
p.m. and had lain down com- 
plaining of a headache.

U.N. officials directing the in- 
vestigation were of the tentative 
opinion that the plane carrying 
the Secretary General somehow 
had been deliberately wrecked, 
although all of the evidence was 
not yet in. 

Members of the U.N. Security 
Council held an informal meet- 
ing late yesterday, but did not 
even discuss the problem of 
finding a successor to Ham- 
marskjold. The atmosphere was 
too acrimonious, it was report- 
ed, for such a discussion. 

It was even impossible to 
agree on a joint statement 
regretting Hammarsk jold’s 
death. Valerian Zorin of the So- 
viet Union attempted to have 
the statement exclude references 
to Hammarskjold as Secretary 
General because Russia did not 
recognize him in that post. When 
this move failed, the other coun- 
cil members agreed to adopt 
a joint statement and Zorin’s 
reservations were noted. 


The Declaration. 


The statement declared: 

“Mr. Hammarskjold’s death 
is a great loss to the secretariat, 
the United Nations and to all 
member states. Secretary Gen- 
eral Hammarskjold was an out- 
standing leader in recent years 
in strengthening world peace. 
His extraordinary diplomatic 
skill has helped carry the United 
Nations through many crises 
and has developed the organiza- 
tion into an important instru- 
ment for building a peaceful 
world community.”

He was represented 
as wanting to take the first op- 
portunity to reassert United 
States support for U.N. policies, 
particularly those carried out by 
Hammarskjold. 

A definite time for his speech 
was expected to be set today.

in the wreckage. Julien was 
seriously injured, with burns 
over 30 per cent of his body. 

Rescue workers found 13 
bodies yesterday and two more 
today. The plane was first re- 
ported to have carried 14. The 
two additional bodies presum- 
ably were those of two Swedish 
soldiers who had been added to 
Hammarskjold’s security guard. 
The U.N. in Leopoldville iden- 
tified them as Sgt. Olaf Hielte 
and Pvt. Per Evald Persson. 

The plane was only four min- 
utes away from a landing at 
Ndola airport and directly ‘in 
line with the runway -when it 
crashed. The wheels had béen 
locked down for a landing. 


Had Radio Clearance. 


The white-painted U.N. plane 
had received radio clearance to 
land shortly after midnight but 
instead of landing it circled and 
veered away. 

Julien said Hammarskjold had 
changed his mind about touching 
down and told the pilot to change 
course at the last minute. Just 
why he did this remained a mys- 


tery. 

Waiting for Hammarskjold at 
Ndola was Moise Tshombe, 
president of The Congo’s seces 
sionist Katanga province, for a 
cease-fire conference. : 
Lord Alport, British high com- 
missioner in Salisbury, Southern 
Rhodesia, also had been waiting 
at Ndola for Hammarskjold. 
“We were within four minutes 
of a real prospect of finding a 
solution to the Katanga prob- 
lem,” said Alport after being 
informed of Hammarskjold’s 
death.

Army has awarded a $2,125,627 
contract for manufacture of 19 


Pershing missile launchers to 
Universal Match Corp., Fergu- 
son, Mo., it was announced to- 
day. 


An Army spokesman said the 
contract will cover production 
of launching platforms to be 
mounted atop tracked vehicles 
from which the missile will be 
The launching frame, 
which can be elevated for firing, 
serves also to hold the missile 
while it is being transported by 
the armored vehicle on which it 
is mounted. 

The Pershing is a solid fuel, 
two-stage rocket under develop- 
ment by the Army. It has a 
range of 100 to 300 miles and is 
capable of carrying a nuclear 
warhead 

It is intended to replace the 
Redstone liquid fuel rocket sta- 


tioned at a number of United 
States Army bases in Europe. 
Unlike the Pershing, the Red- 


stone is laun@hed from fixed em- 
placements, not mobile launch- 
ers 

The mobility of the Pershing 
and greater ease and speed in 
readying it for firing are said 
to be major advantages. 

Experts who have witnessed 
the Pershing in action say the

However, if the United States 
and Russia reach an agreement 
it would be possible for the Se- 
curity Council and the General 
Assembly to act immediately to 
name a new Secretary General 
for a full five-year term. This 
is the third possibility, not 
thought to be likely of realiza- 
tion. soon. 

Finally, if no action is taken, 
the present under secretaries 
will continue to act as a sort 
of a committee directorate. This 
situation would resemble in some 
ways the Soviet plan of substitu- 
ting for a single Secretary Gen- 
eral a three-man directorate, 
repfesenting respectively the 
West, the Communist countries 
and the neutralists. 

To Fight Troika Plan. 

The United States will oppose 
with all its power any effort to 
adopt the Soviet Troika plan, as 
it is known.

Among the 13 leading party 
members in Adenauer’s commit- 
tee were Economics. Minister 
Ludwig Erhard, Defense Minis- 
ter Franz Josef Strauss and the 
president of the lower house of 
Parliament, Eugen Gersten- 
maier.

United Nations Secretary Gen- | 
eral Dag Hammarskjold warned 
with some of the last words he 
wrote that failure by the United |

human rights would be “‘treason 
to the future.”’ 

“The United Nations finds it- 
self in a difficult stage of its 
Hammarsk jold 
wrote in the October issue of 
the Methodist Church magazine 
Together. “It is still too weak 
to provide. the security desired | 
by all, yet it is strong enough 
to point out effectively the direc- | 
tion in which the solution must 
be sought... . 

“It is easy to say that it is 
pointless to state the law if it | 
cannot be enforced. However, to 
do so is to forget that if the | 
law is the inescapable law of 
the future, it would be treason | 
to the future not to state the law 
simply because of the difficulties 
of the present.” 

In the 1600-word article, Ham- 
marskjold outlined his view of 
the present world situation and 
his hopes for the future. The 
article could almost be taken as 
a final instruction to his suc- 
cessors.

E GERMAN ECONOMY|"REASURY. STATE 


REPORTED STAGNANT

BERLIN, Sept. 19— East Ger-| 
many’s economy took a critical 
turn for the worse in the first 
half of this year, the German 
Institute for Economic Research 
said yesterday. | 

The institute, a private fact- 
finding organization, said the 
over-all impression was so seri- 
ous as to “‘make it appear as if 
authorities have widely lost con- 
trol over the economic process.” 


The institute said the growth 
of the country’s gross national 
product dwindled to 3 per cent 
in the first six months of 1961, | 
In 1959, East German production 
increased by 9 per cent and in 
1960 an increase of 6 per cent 
was reported. 


In agriculture, trade and build- 
ing, production stagnated or was 
lower than last year, the report 
said. 

Investments in industry re- 
mained more than 10 per cent 
under last year’s level, the in- 
stitute said. Under the Commu- 
nist economic plan they should 
have topped the 1960 figures by 
12 per cent, | 


Shipbuilding fell 20 per cent | 
below last year. Light industry iy 


expanded 5 per cent, but con- 
sumers faced recurrent short- 
ages because of faulty distribu- 
tion and a decline in food pro- 
duction. 

The institute listed a number 
of reasons for the economic set- 
backs. One was the loss of labor 
resulting from the flight of East 
Germans to the West. Another 
was a steady rise in wages that 
did not correspond to gains in 
productivity. The East Germans 
opened a campaign last week to 
make workers produce more for 
the same pay.

What he was undertaking in Katanga, to unify The Congo 
and drive out the white mercenaries and military adventurers, 
without which the facade of Moise Tshombe’s so-called govern- 
ment could never have been sustained, was opposed by powerful 
financial interests in London, New York and Brussels. 


The cause of the plane crash 
that killed the U.N. leader may 
never be known with any cer- 
tainty, but the suspicion will 
persist that the plane was 
brought down in one way Or an- 
Other by those who wanted to 
hinder the Secretary General's 
difficult mission. The same 
powerful financial interests con- 
trolling the minerals in Katanga 
have been inspiring fierce at- 
tacks in the last week on 
Hammarskjold and the United 
Nations.

Smoke from the Foundry 


The thousands of motorists who 
drive the Express Highway every 
day and others who have seen the 
recent publicity in the daily press 
régarding the Century Foundry may 
wonder what the facts are in this 
case. The following, which may be 
easily verified, will explain the situ- 
ation. 

It is well known among those with 
experience in air pollution control 
work that where the problem in- 
volves the separation of solid parti- 
cles from a gas stream the separa- 
tion can proceed to a considerable 
extent without any visible effect on 
the color or apparent density of the 
stream. 


St. Louis had, and still has, an 
outstanding example of this at the 
Cahokia plant across the river 
where collectors were installed to 
trap the fly ash belching out of the 
chimneys. Actual measurement 
showed them to be removing 80 to 
85 per cent of the ash (which was 
an excellent performance at that 
time) but the plumes coming from 
the chimneys showed absolutely no 
improvement to the eye.

In its latest publication on air pol- 
lution problems of the foundry in- 
dustry, the American Foundryman’s 
Society says, ‘‘Unfortunately, the 
extremely fine particle size and 
great surface area of electric fur- 
face fumes results in the discharge 
to atmosphere of a conspicuous 
and characteristic plume which will 
not meet the opacity restrictions in 
some air pollution codes, even when 
weight requirements are met.’’ The 
truth of this statement is showing 
up in the Century Foundry opera- 
tion. 

Although the St. Louis ordinance 
has no weight requirements applica- 
ble here, any trained observer visit- 
ing the plant and seeing the dust 
collecting system in operation—see- 
ing the tons of gritty material being 
hauled away, which was formerly 
all being discharged to the atmos- 
phere, would estimate that 90 to 95 
per cent of the dust entrained in the 
furnace fumes is now being col- 
lected. (Because of the extremely 
‘small particle size and high temper- 
atures involved, accurate measure- 
ment of weights would be extremely 
difficult and unreliable.)

The American Foundryman’s So- 
ciety article continues, ‘“To remove 
the solid contaminants from electric 
furnace emissions to a point where 
‘a visible discharge is eliminated 
‘requires collection equipment of the 
‘highest order of efficiency, such as 
«cloth filters or electrostatic precipi- 
.tators.”’ 


The Century Foundry has the 
‘cloth filters. The fact that the 
‘effluent from the filter ‘‘house” is 
‘at times so dense as to indicate 
‘practically no improvement over 
‘former conditions is a big disap- 
‘pointment to all who have worked 
‘on this case. The filter manufac- 
‘turer is sending a man here to find 
‘out why this is so and advise what 
‘can be done to correct it.

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Man of Peace 


The tragic death of Dag Hammarskjold 
could well mark the end of an era in the 
United Nations. Mr. Hammarskjold believed 
in the U.N. as a “dynamic instrument of gov- 
ernment,” an ideal he pursued with vigor, im- 
partiality, diplomatic skill and unremitting 
devotion. That is why, on the eve of the Gen- 
eral Assembly session in New York, he was 
in The Congo making a personal effort to 
bring the Katanga crisis to a quick conclusion. 

Unless, as President Kennedy said, “his 
final sacrifice will inspire all members of the 
United Nations to complete the task for which 
he died,” there may be continuing and even 
worse trouble in The Congo, for not all U.N. 
members felt the troops of the international 
organization were justified in moving against 
the Tshombe secessionists. The Secretary 
General could have explained and defended 
his action; now his critics will have a new 
advantage.

The consequences to the U.N. itself may be 
of more serious import than what happens in 
The Congo. Mr. Hammarskjold embodied the 
concept of a U.N. secretariat free from domi- 
nation by any power bloc and ready to take 
action whenever threats to peace appeared. 
The notion of a strong secretariat was repu- 
diated by the Soviet Union last year, when 
the Russians denounced Mr. Hammarskjold 
as a tool of the “imperialists” for his execu- 
tion of U.N. policy in The Congo. 

During this period Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev demanded that Mr. Hammarskjold re- 
sign and declared that the Soviet Union would 
no longer recognize him as Secretary Gen- 
eral. Mr. Khrushchev proposed that the Sec- 
retary General be replaced with a secretariat 
having three heads—a representative of the 
West, one from the East, and a neutral, each 
of whom would have a veto. This was the 
so-called Troika plan. 


Mr. Hammarskjold courageously refused to 
quit. He believed the future of the U.N. was 
at stake—“it is not a question of the man but 
of the institution,” he said. He thought that 
world peace would be endangered if the U.N. 
turned its back on an international secretariat 
directed by a truly independent chief execu- 
tive. His insistence on remaining in office 
enabled the U.N. to continue functioning with- 
out the necessity of choosing a replacement, 
which would have meant an interminable 
wrangle, or substituting a new scheme of 
organization. 


Now the situation that Mr. Hammarskjold 
feared has come to pass. The U.N. has been 
thrown into confusion at the moment when 
orderly consideration, at the very least, should 
be given to the pressing problems of Berlin, 
nuclear testing and disarmament, and The 
Congo. 


No one of Mr. Hammarskjold’s stature 
stands out as his logical successor. Indeed, 
if the Russians hold to their Troika principle, 
it is difficult to see how there can be a suc- 
cessor, at least in the near future. The West 
must, of course, continue to fight the Troika 
principle, which would truly reduce the U.N. 
to a debating society. But it should make a 
strenuous effort to find a new Secretary Gen- 
eral, necessarily one whom the Soviets will 
accept, who stands for the Hammarskjold 
concept of the secretariat. There can be no 
question of trying to install a successor who 
will be merely an instrument of Western poli- 
cy. Yet true Western interests can be served 
by a genuine independent of integrity and 
character. It is not clear whether the Soviets 
would accept such a man, 


If Mr. Hammarskjold’s concept of the na- 
ture of the secretariat dies with him, it will 
mean drastic changes in the U.N., and we can- 
not see how they will be for the better. But 
we can hope that the U.N. members will see, 
in contemplating Mr. Hammarskjold’s accom- 
plishments, that his course was the one most 
likely to lead to world order. Mr. Hammar- 
skjold has set the world’s statesmen an inspir- 
ing example. 


A Notion To Be Discarded 


It would be unfortunate if the reported 
plan by some Army officers to create a mili- 
tary counterpart to the civilian-controlled 
Peace Corps emerged from the talk stage, 
where it apparently now is. The idea, accord- 
ing to the report, would be for military units 
to be dispatched to Communist-threatened 
countries to teach defense tactics but also, 
in peacetime, to handle picks and shovels 
and otherwise help with public works projects. 

The concept, even though it seems to be 
projected for the somewhat distant future, is 
unsound. One purpose of the Peace Corps 
is to emphasize American determination to 
help underdeveloped countries progress eco- 
nomically. If soldiers were to try a.similar 
job it would create a false impression. Troops 
should be employed for military purposes 
only, so there will be no uncertainty about 
their function. The objectives of the military 
and the Peace Corps are entirely separate and 
should remain so. 


The States Look at Rights 


Missouri’s introspection on civil rights, as 
published by the federal Commission on Civil 
Rights in “The 50 States Report,” turns out 
to be a compliment to Missouri. Not all the 
other states were as willing to look facts in 
the face, or to search them out. 

Judged by reports of their advisory groups, 
some states looked hardly at all. Hawaii could 
be excused for this since its civil rights are 
in good order, but this is not true of most. 
Ner does reluctance to face the facts of dis- 
cr nination follow any particular pattern. 

North Carolina and Louisiana, for example, 
presented lengthier reports even than Mis- 
souri, and Michigan's was equally as studious. 
Some reports from Southern states, however, 
were abrupt to the point of blankness. And 
reports from some Northern states might sug- 
gest that they are secure from discrimination 
by reason of geography. Neighboring Illinois 
is represented by only three pages. Its ad- 
visory commission is pleased by adoption of a 
state fair employment law and by treatment 
of Puerto Ricans in Chicago, concerned about 
area segregation in Chicago schools and non- 
committal about stateewide housing and job 
problems which so seriously concern Missouri. 

Such reports tend to reflect the studious- 
ness of the reporting state agencies, as the 
recognition of rights problems reflects a 
state’s intent to do something about them. On 
both scores Missouri can be satisfied with 


its own State Commission on Human Rights, . 


which first surveyed the state as a basis for 


action. And what of the federal publisher? 
The House has finally assured two more years 
of life for the Civil Rights Commission, which 
technically went out of business last week. 
Fortunately its demise may be paraphrased 
as only slightly technical. |

Der Alte is too wily a political fox to be 
counted out at this juncture. The period of 
wheeling and dealing that lies ahead, until the 
meeting of the new Bundestag Oct. 17, will 
give him ample opportunity to exercise the 
talents that have enabled him to run Ger- 
many almost single-handed for 12 years. But 
with or without a new Chancellor, the new 
government is most likely to bring about 
some policy changes. 

Both the Socialists and the Free Democrats 
are pledged to maintenance of the Western 
alliance, including German participation in 
NATO, but they differ from Adenauer on 
other signifi¢ant issues. The Free Democrats, 
who with 12.57 per cent of the vote are re- 
turned to about the strength they had in 
1949, stand for a less rigid attitude toward 
the Soviet Union and reunification than does 
Adenauer, and have supported East-West ne- 


gotiations more ardently than he. The Social‘ 


Democrats under Willy Brandt oppose nuclear 
weapons for Germany, though they favor re- 
taining the NATO tie; on that platform they 
increased their percentage of the vote from 
31.8 per cent four years ago to 36.3 per cent. 

If Bonn as a result of this election cooled 
off on its demand for nuclear weapons—and 
if the United States had the good sense to re- 
frain from pushing this enlargement of the 
nuclear “club’—the consequence for world 
peace might be important. There are many 
signs that what most deeply motivates Khrush- 
chev in his bellicose conduct on Berlin is his 
conviction that the West Germans are about 
to be given nuclear armament. Should the 
new Bonn government make clear that such 
a change in the military balance in central 
Europe will not take place, much of the pres- 
sure behind Khrushchev’s intransigence might 
be relieved. Yet it seems improbable that 
Bonn would renounce nuclear weapons if 
Adenauer is chancellor. For Europe and the 
world, then, much may depend upon whether 
Der Alte can succeed in the next few weeks 
in maneuvering himself back into power. 


Judge Poelker’s Duty 


What does Judge Poelker have to say for 
himself? 

The St. Louis county Circuit Court grand 
jury which indicted him for a second time in 
connection with filing false state income tax 
returns also made other charges which, al- 
though they do not allege crimes, refer to 
highly questionable practices. 

We refer particularly to the jury’s allega- 
tions that Judge Poelker accepted personal 
loans from men he had appointed as commis- 
sioners in condemnation cases and from.a de- 
fendant in another case. The jury also re- 
ported that he continually issued personal 
checks for which there were not sufficient 
funds in the banks upon which they had been 
drawn. 

Judge Poelker has the right to wait until 
he appears in court to answer the income-tax 
charges under oath. But as to the charges of 
“unethical” conduct, he is in-a different posi- 
tion. He owes it to the people who elected 
him to explain the charges satisfactorily. 
Otherwise he should resign. If the jury is 
right Judge Poelker is unfit to remain on the 
bench. And if it is wrong, the Judge should 
come forward and say why. If he does noth- 
ing, steps should be taken for his removal. 


Laying It On The Line 

No one likes to pay taxes, but Dr. Webster 
Stover, late of Rye, N.Y., seems to have car- 
ried his protest a bit too far. Dr. Stover, a 
former college president, has been paying 
$1226 in taxes annually on a house he bought 
originally for $8000. To call public attention 
to what he considered a manifest injustice he 
festooned his front yard with rags, tattered 
garments and a garbage can. This was a dis- 
grace, in the view of Rye officials. They 
passed an ordinance prohibiting front-yard 
clotheslines. So the doctor sold his home, 
after, he said, “22 years of persecution.” 
Some may think the power of the state was 
used to crush the individual, but the doctor’s 
neighbors doubtless were pleased with his 
offer of a million dollars to anyone who found 
him in Rye again. 


History Went That Way 

Former President Eisenhower can answer 
to history in the old and inane argument as to 
who “lost” Berlin, and he has done so in a 
letter to Representative Laird of Wisconsin. 

A recent State Department pamphlet said 
that the Western allies might have joined 
in the capture of Berlin, but that Gen. 
Eisenhower decided against the effort. Mr. 
Eisenhower’s answer is that his forces were 
250 miles from Berlin when the Russians were 
35 miles from the city. He doubts that the 
allies could have taken Berlin had they tried; 
in any event, the division of Germany had al- 
ready been decided and Gen. Eisenhower ad- 
hered to it. The suggestion that he could or 
should have done otherwise is unfair to him. 

The ex-President, however, is a better his- 
torian when he avoids partisan politics. In a 
frankly political speech at a Chicago dinner 
honoring Senator, Dirksen, Mr, Eisenhower 
made an uncharacteristic foray against pres- 
ent foreign policy, particularly against “inde- 
cision” as to Laos and Cuba. Yet the Eisen- 
hower Administration itself showed no nota- 
ble decisiveness about these crises. Mr. Eisen- 
hower recently denied that he had prepared 
for any invasion of Cuba. 

It would be fair to ask what he would have 
done about Cuba, for example, had he re- 
mained in the White House. But history pro- 
vides no answer, and the political game does 
not require one. 
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Clouded Test of Leadership 


President's Advisers Helped Him Lose on School Aid But He May Learn for Next Round

It is irrelevant to point out that the 
President himself did not indulge in 
any such talk.

Therefore his originally clear position 
became clouded. 


The fatality of this is due to a fa¢t 
that some presidential advisers seem 
incapable of grasping. This is the fact 
that a considerable number of Protes- 
tants also take their religion seriously. 
These are watching with hawk-like 
vigilance for the first sign that the 
Administration is dominated by the 
Catholic hierarchy, and they demand 
that Congress exercise the same vigi- 
lance. 

Therefore a good many Democrats, 
especially the Southerners, dared not 
take the risk of voting for the school 
bill. Since the Supreme Court anti-

,of Church and State lurks*in the bill, 


and the risk becomes too great. Party 
loyalty has its limits. If following the 
President means that»a Congressman 
is going to lose his seat, only those 
cast in the heroic mold will stick. 

No doubt all’members of Congress 
ought to bev‘heroes, but the fact re- 
mains that they:are not: Furthermore, 
there is a genuine difference of opinion 
as to who is the hero. To a great 
many minds, the Congregsman who 


boldly defends separation of Church 
and State, even against the leader of 
his own party, is the one cast in the 
heroic mold, 

Unfortunately, some of the Presi- 
dent’s advisers seem to cling to the 
fatuous theory that the way to deal 
with religious prejudice is to ignore 
it, and it will soon go away. But it 
will not do so. The only way to defeat 
it is to prove, not by argument but by 
deeds, that there is no factual basis 
for its existence. That Kennedy 
seemed about to do when he branded 
as unconstitutional any scheme to turn 
over public money to private schools; 
but the double-talkk of his friends 
raised doubt that he meant what he 
said. 


It is true that this factor would not 
have been decisive had there not been 
powerful forces. already arrayed 
against the school bill. Nevertheless 
it exists, and it should be taken into 
account in every hot contest in which 
a feather’s weight on either side may 
turn the scale. 


It is by winning just such contests 
that a President’s prestige is estab- 
lished; and it is by losing them that 
the situation may get completely out 
of hand. and presidential leadership 
lost as completely as it was lost during 
the Eisenhower Administration. 

However, we are still in the first 
quarter of the Administration. Mr. 
Kennedy has yet another session of 
the Democratic Congress elected with 
him, and one session is ample time in 
which to demonstrate effective leader- 
ship, if a man has it. Mr. Kennedy 
is reputed to be a fast learner, and in 
his first year he has been put through 
a rigorous school, It may be that he 
has mastered the technique of his job 
to an extent that will astonish the 
country when Congress reassembles.

Between Book Ends 


PAUL ELMER MORE,*by Arthur Haz- 
ard Dakin. (Princeton University 
Press, 416 pgs., $7.50.) 

“A leading American man of letters 
in the first third of the twentieth cen- 
tury,’”’ Paul Elmer More was born in 
St. Louis, Dec. 12, 1864. The birthplace 
house was a small, rented brick dwell- 
ing on the south side of Papin street, 
just west of Fourteenth. About 1872 
the father, Brig. Gen. Enoch More, 


ordered built for his large family—_ 


Paul Elmer was the seventh of eight 
children — a three-story brick house 
with a brownstone front and a mansard 
roof, in ‘‘a nice yard and big garden,” 
where Paul picked gooseberries, in the 
suburbs of St. Louis at 3113 Washing- 
ton avenue.

THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF ELEA- 
* NOR ROOSEVELT, (Harper, 454 
pgs., $6.95.) 

Eleanor Roosevelt will be 77 years 
old in October. A lot of the history of 
this century can be found in a close 
analysis of her life—wife.of one United 
States President, niece of another, 
an active leader in civic and political 
circles for more than 30 years. 

Her autobiography tells. in a human, 
down-to-earth style (that should appeal 
to even the most casual reader) just 
how she changed from a shy little girl 
to the international figure she is today. 
As she says, “. . . Actually I never 
planned a career, and what basic ob} 
jective I had, for many years, was to 
grasp every opportunity to live and 
experience life as deeply, as freely, and 
as widely. as I possibly could.

The runty kid who used to 
turn up at one time or another 
in virtually every league in the 
house—as a substitute—back in 
Indianapolis, is one of the hap- 
piest athletes in America these 
days. Dick Weber, now a pros- 
perous citizen of Florissant, 
makes no effort to appear casual 
about being voted Bowler of the 
Year 

“It’s one of the greatest thrills 
of my life,”’ said Dick. “TI fig- 
ured it would be close, but I 
hoped I had a chance.”’ 

The voting was close, as Weber 
edged his longtime Budweiser 
teammate and four-time winner 
of the honor, Don Carter. Dick 
received 735 points to Carter's 
703. In first-place votes by mem- 
bers of the Bowling Writers As- 
sociation of America, however, 
Weber had a whopping edge of 
55 to 22. 

Weber gained the honor by 
capping off a good winter cam- 
paign with a sizzling streak on 
the Professional Bowlers Asso- 
ciation tour, capturing first place 
in five out of six meets at one 
stretch. He won more than $30,- 
000 during the 1960-61 season. 


How It Started. 


As Weber glowed over the 
good news, he obligingly an- 
swered questions about how it all 
started—his tenpin career, that 
is. It was a familiar story to 
one who has delved into the his- 
tories of many of the current 
bowling stars. He was a boy who 
ad begun as a pinboy while in 
grade school, developed an in- 
satiable desire to work from the 
other end of the alley, and prac- 
tically ilved in a bowling estab- 
lishment until achieving  star- 
dom. 

“T was 11 years old when I 
started setting pins,’ Weber re- 
called. ‘‘The pay was a nickel 
a game. I usually wound up 
spending it all bowling.” 

How many games a week had 
he rolled as a‘teen-ager? 

“That depended upon how 
said Dick. 
“Sometimes as many as 50 
games a week, I guess. I was 
always willing to substitute in 
any league that needed me, be- 
cause that way I got to bowl 
three games without paying.”

William Penn granted land 
this area to the Society of Free 
Traders, and it became a. sub- 
stantial section of colonial 
houses, markets and churches. 
Peter's Episcopal Church, 
which recently collected from 
Great Britian for Revolutionary 
War damage to its former 
wooden fence, is one of the 
anchor points in the area, stabliz- 
ing the worth of modest but good 
Eighteenth Century houses 
nearby. 


SO MANY HOUSES of historic 
interest were destroyed in So- 
ciety Hill’s early renewal efforts 
that Mayor Richardson Dilworth. 
who has been a wheelhorse in 
the city’s redevelopment, called 
for a plan that would respect the 
original scale and character of 
this section. 

The 56-acre site, 
all Independence Hall 
was offered in 
competition—on the basis of 
design, not price. Developers 
agreed in advance to pay the 
official value set on the land 
and the Redevelopment Authority 
relinquished the possibility of 
receiving a premium cash return. 

The City Planning Commission 
Grew up a schematic master plan 
for the area, designating the por- 
tions for high-rise apartments, 
garden apartments and new 
houses, and it stipulated which 
existing buildings were to be 
rehabilitated. The master plan 
specified population densities, 
parking requirements and stand- 
ards of pedestrian greenways. 

The developers then worked 
out their proposals within this 
guide of a ‘‘living city’’ concept, 
mingling new buildings with old, 
high structures with low ones. 
The winner, among four excellent 
proposals, was Webb and Knapp, 
with a design by I. M. Pei. It 
calls for three-story town houses 
in the vicinity of the present 
historic. churches and dwellings. 
and puts three sensitively posi-

The impressive results of a 
good rehabilitation program may 
be seen.along Naudain street, in 
a Negro section just a few blocks 
from elite Rittenhouse Square.

in their own rehabilitation. much 
as did those of the Hyde Park 
area in St. Louis. 


Now Naudain is a street to be 
proud of. The houses are fresh- 
ly painted, the clean windows 
hung with iidy curtains. the 
doorsteps along the narrow 
thoroughfare well scrubbed. Be- 
tween the doorsteps are lines 
of flower boxes ablaze with pe- 
tunias placed along the side 
walk up against the house walls 
One all-out householder trained 
white roses over his doorway 

IN THIS and other former 
slum sections, the Street Depart- 
ment set up a “‘Clean Block”’ pro- 
gram, in which residents help 
keep the streets clean. Some of 
the blocks are barricaded to traf- 
fic and children play freely in 
the street. 


Philadelphians are strongly at- 
tached to their miles of  row- 
houses and the urban plan calls 
for retaining most of those now 
standing. One section of them is 
being refurbished into apart- 
ments and offices on Cherry 
street. in the very shadow of the 
$14,500,000 Bell Telephone Build- 
ing going up in Penn Center. 
Others line the narrow colonial 
streets—just wide enough for one 
vehicle—in the old parts of town. 

The city’s transit plans count 
strongly on the pedestrian’s feet 
as a means of transport. To de- 
liver him at the point where his 
feet are of some use, express- 
ways already are placed along 
the two rivers,. and one crosses 
tcwn as part of a future inner- 
city loop, to be connected with 
parking garages. 

But the city is looking mainly 
to its commuter trains for mass 
transit. Mayor Dilworth has 
pointed out that the Delaware 
Expressway, which will carry 
less than 10 per cent as many 
people as the mass transit sys- 
tem, will cost nearly $300,000,000 
—almost double his estimate of 
the city’s cost of buying out the 
Philadelphia Transportation Co.. 
expanding the subway system 
and integrating the trains with 
other public transit. 


A TRANSIT study showed that 
one commuter track can carry 
as many as 40,000 persons an 
hour past a given point; the same 
number in automobiles, at norma! 
occupancy of 1.5 persons per car, 
would take about 19 freeway 
lanes occupying at least 10 times 
as much land as the railroad 
tracks. 

Both the Pennsylvania 
Reading railroads tried a 
month experiment in which they 
added a total of 22 daily trains 
to their schedules, a 50 per cent 
increase in service, and cut fares 
from an average of 30 cents to

The city appropriated $320,000 to 
reimburse the railroads for in- 
creased costs. Within the year, 
patronage increased 36 per cent, 
and the city’s subsidy for each 
passenger was far less than the 
expressway subsidy. 

On the basis of 1.5 persons per 
car, new expressway capacity 
would cost the city an estimated 
$100 a year a passenger; the an- 
nual subsidy for a regular train 
commuter in the experiment 
was $32. 

This and other experiments 
stimulated a program to link the 
present stub-end terminals of the 
two railroads’ commuter lines, 
making all the stations of both 
lines available to any passenger 
and reducing the railroads’ op- 
erating costs by about $2,000,000 
a year,

Walt Disney Money 


PARIS, Sept. 19. 
WE HAD LUNCH with Walt Disney in Paris this week. 
Disney is here supervising a new all live film called “Bon 
Voyage” with Fred MacMurray and Jane Wyman. He was in 
very good spirits and he said financially he had the best year 
mrneeniiituees pees he’s ever had in his busi- 
One aa ~~ % = ness, thanks to four films— 
4 “901 Dalmatians,” “The 
Absent-Minded Professor,” 
“Swiss Family Robinson” 
and “Parent Trap”’—and to 
Disneyland, which has been 
breaking all previous at? 
tendance records. 

“For the first time the 
banks owe me money,” he 
said happily. “I got out 
of the banks with ‘Snow 
White and the Seven 
Dwarfs,’ but then I got 
right back into them again 
and I’ve been there ever 
since, except for this 
year.” One of the reasons 
for Disney’s new-found fi- 
nancial happiness is that 

4 S he is making many more 
live films as opposed to 

WALT DISNEY Stak 
“T can make a live full-length picture in eight or nine 
months, but it. takes me three years to make a full-length 
cartoon feature,” he said. ‘I’m making one cartoon feature 
now, ‘The Sword and the Stone,’ based on the T. H. White 

book, but it won’t be finished until 1963.” 


Disney said he stopped making short cartoons 
because there was no market for them. “I saw the 
handwriting on the wall about 10 years ago. I'll make 
an occasional short now to go with one of my features, 
just to keep the theater owners from booking some 
horrible short subject with.-my own picture, but it 
costs $100,000 to make a seven-minute cartoon and you 
can’t get your money back.” 


He said that making a live film was similar to making a 
full-length cartoon. ‘I even use my cartoonists to help me 
with the gags. The basis for both cartoon and live production 
is to create a humorous situation and milk the hell out of it. 
A lot of things I’ve done in cartoons I’m now doing in my live 
pictures and it turns out in many cases the situations to be any 
good have to be pretty close to human life.” 

Disney said that everyone has been trying to duplicate 
his Disneyland amusement project in California but many of 
them have failed. 

“How do you explain the success of Disneyland and the 
failure of the others?’’ we asked him. 


“First of all I’ve got the goodwill of the public, 
the same public I’ve been catering to for 25 years. 
Then I’ve got the organization who has been dealing 
in some form of fantasy for the same 25 years. 


“Then I worked on Disneyland for 12 years before I even 
tried to raise the money. Most people who have tried the same 
thing think it’s a snap and they don’t understand the thinking 
behind it. I’ve been asked to start up Disneyland other places, 
but I’ve refused. There’s too much still to be done at the one 
1 have now and besides it wouldn’t be much fun to do the same 
thing over again. Recently a Japanese company came to me 
and asked me if I would start one there. When | said I wasn’t 
interested, one of them asked me, “Then will you loan us a 
set of your blueprints?’ ”’

“Hollywood had only one king, 
Clark Gable,’”’ big Duke gruffly 
reminds. ‘‘And now that he and 
Gary Cooper are gone, I’m just 
a lonesome cowboy, nothing 
more.” 

Duke is the sole survivor of 
that triumvirate, a vanishing 
breed of rugged he-men who are 
bigger-than-life heroes of the sil- 
ver screen. 

Two of the most likely suc- 
cessors to the group are Burt 
Lancaster and Rock Hudson but 
neither wants it. 

Lancaster, as rugged as they 
come, is an actor who wants to 
relate his roles to realism. 


“I want my roles to be true 
to-life on the screen, not bigger 
than life,” says this year’s 
Academy Award winner. 

Wayne once said that Hudson 
appeared to be the only one of

That eliminates him right there.

Gayer estimates he’s spent 
more than $500 to perpetuate his 
creation — or at least keep it 
from being derailed—and more 
hours than he’d like to count. 

A journalism teacher at Long 
Beach State College, Gayer says 
he doesn’t know how he’s going 
to handle the society’s affairs 
during the school year. 


IN CASE you haven’t heard, 
the Webster Quimmley society 
is a tongue-in-cheek organiza- 
tion aimed at satirizing foot-in- 
mouth political groups. It also 
seeks to arouse, but not too 
strongly, the often-muddled, not 
too militant Middle of American 
politics. 

The society has had nothing 
but knocks from zealots of the 
far left and far right—although 
it’s about as dangerous as Don- 
ald Duck. 

Gayer, a slender, slight, aca- 
demic type with spectacles and 
crew cut, kicked off the fun 
when he told this tale in his 
column:

MOST AUTHORITIES agree 
that before any family decides 
that financial problems can be 
solved by a wife taking an out- 
side job, or by’a husband taking 
a second one, these five ques- 
tions should be answered: 


1. Will lt Pay to Take a Sec. 
ond Job? For every additiona! 
dollar you earn, your tax rate 
will be proportionately higher. 
There may be extra expenses in 
connection with the second job. 
These include costs of traveling 
to and from work, extra union 
dues and fees, etc. 

Working women generally need 
more clothing and beauty treat. 
ments than do housewives. Work- 
ing mothers may spend a good 
part of their earnings on baby- 
sitters or maids to care for their 
children while they are away. Or 
they may spend more on trans- 
portation and phone calls, trying 
to co-ordinate their schedules as 
parents and employes. 


2. Can You Arrange a Suitable 
Schedule? Time schedules are 
an important factor to women 
who wish to work part time. 


3. Are You Qualified for the 
Job You Seek? Assess your abili- 
ties and experience in terms of 
the qualifications required in the 
various occupations and indus- 
tries which offer part-time work. 
You may have to convince em- 
ployers not only of your abilities 
but also of the feasibility of a 
part-time schedule. 


4. Will Your Family Suffer 
Emotionally? Prof. Arch W. 
Troelstrup of Stephens Colleze 
cites six instances when a wife 
should not work but should be a 
home-maker on a full-time basis: 

“When it is necessary for the 
happiness and morale of the hus- 
band. 

‘When the children need her 
Most small children coming 
home from school want to be 
greeted by mother, 

“When the wife's job forces 
her to tear away from the chil- 
dren in the morning without giv- 
ing them the help and guidance 
necessary for cleanliness, neat 
dressing and nutritious eating, 
and for the sense of security felt 
by the child who can say: ‘Good- 
by. Mom, see you after schcol.’ 

“When she iinds that she is 
returning from work too tired 
to be civil, and before long she 
is snapping at husband and chil- 
dren. 

‘When she begins to feel guil- 
ty about neglecting the family 
and is developing the habit of 
lavishing too much affection on 
a child, of forgiving him for mat- 
ters that require sensible disci- 
pline, and perhaps undermining 
the household assistant who-cares 
for the child during the day. 

“When the job does not permit 
sufficient fun and recreation with 
the entire family together.” 


3. Will-a Second Income Real- 
ly Solve Your Problems? If you 
find it difficult to live within one 
income—especially a fairly high 
one—you may find it difficult to 
live within the second income as 
well.
